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Noise Injurious Experts Assert, 
As Atlantans Split on Detinition 


BY B. R. CRISLER. 

If you live or work under a con- 
stant barrage of noise and end by get- 
ting a traumatic neurosis don’t let it 
surprise you. Of course there is no 
telling what form your trauma will 
take: maybe you will give vent to it 
by slamming doors, or throwing things, 
or scowling over your cereal at the 
breakfast table; that is the beauty 
about a neurosis: it always. leaves 
plenty of room for originality and in- 
dividual genius, according to a promi- 
nent Atlanta nerve specialist. 


Professor J. H. Martin, psychology in- 
structor at Emory University, tke 
psychologist regards every little noise 
as hayine a pathological meaning all 
its own: even while you sleep the 
noises overheard by your subconscious 
mind register themselves upon your 
nerve centers and, though they may 
not awaken you, exact their toll of 
energy and make complete rest impos- 
sible, Professor Martin says. 

And while it is true, he adds, that 
noises May sometimes act as a stimu- 
lent to serve to speed up production 
among workers, the result, to the 
workers themselves, may prove to be 
something in the nature of a hang- 
over, brought on by excessive in- 
dulgence in disagreeable sounds. 

Noise vs. Music. 

But what is a noise, and in what 
way does it differ from a musical 
tone? The strictest definition, perhaps, 
is the one advanced by physics, which, 
according to Dr. J. H. Purks, of the 
physics department at Emory Uni- 
versity, classifies a sound as “noisy” 
or “musical” according to the nature 
fof the wave it creates in the air. If 
the wave vibrates in a regular and 
periodic manner, leading the ear per- 
suasively to foresee what is coming 
next, the result is technically, music; 
if, on the contrary, it. shocks you re- 
peatedly with the unexpected, the re- 
sult is noise. 

For the non-technical mind, how- 
ever, so impersonal a definition of 
anything so intensely personal as noise 
will be sadly inadequate. There are 
people, for instance, who swoon at the 
sound of a jazz band, and there are 
other people for whom jazz is nothing 
but a conglomeration of senseless 
noises. The personal equation alters 
everything, but there is one definition 
on which all seem agreed, viz: that a 
noise is something one would rather 
not hear. 

The sound of locomotives whistling, 
blowing off steam, or puffing away at 
an upgrade is musi to the ears of peo- 
ple afflicted with nostalgia, wander- 
just, or the plain “itch to travel,” but

As the final test of character is the possession of authority, so the 
final test of good breeding and native decency is the opportunity to 
impose on the humble and the helpless. 

The ordinary man thinks himself a good sportsman and a square- 
shooter. He is decently polite to his associates; he pays his share of 
the check; he takes no mean advantage. 

But how much of this apparent decency is due to the fact that he 
would be ridiculed or scorned or soundly thrashed if he behaved 
otherwise? 

He doesn’t know until he is tested. Before he boasts of his fairness 
and his breeding, let him test his metal by dealing with the helpless. 

Under the most trying circumstances he is blandly courteous to the 
man who can fire him or whip him; but is he equally courteous, under 
circumstances as trying, to the man he can fire and the man he can whip? 

Courtesy to Jack Dempsey may be prompted by fear; courtesy to 
percents and children and the helpless is prompted by good breeding 
alone. 

They are rare who can possess authority without abusing it. 

ay are equally rare who give a square deal to those unable to re- 
quire it. 

Consider, for example, the husbands and wives who have the power 
to dominate. 

One man, bound by love and chivalry, gives his wife the whole of 
his pay check or authorizes her to draw on his bank account. Because 
of his great desire to please her, he is in all matter subject to her will. 

Does the possession of such power make her doubly considerate? 
Does she, being restrained and prompted only by her sense of fairness, 
try the harder to please him, to save his earnings, and to repay his good- 
ness in kind? 

She does if quality is bred in her narrow—not otherwise. 

What of the husband whose timid wife is afraid to ask for 
much less demand it? 

Perhaps you think the wife who must pilfer her husband’s pockets 
for carfare is a fiction of the jokesmiths. If so, you are mistaken. 

Countless husbands who call themselves squareshooters think al! 
the money is theirs because they earn it. They forget that their wives 
working for them at home, are partners who deserve half of the partner- 
ship income. 

They vive their wives nickels and dimes as they would give to a 
beggar—not because they think such unfairness is right, but solely be- 
cause they haven’t the inborn decency to be square with the helpless. 
They are brutal and dishonest because nobody has the power to make 
them be decent. 

If you would discover the yellow streak in a man’s soul, you needn't 
ask him to face a lion.

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GRIFFIN ETAL TRADE. 
FD BY FOOD STORE 


Automotive Group Second, 
Annual Report of U. S. 
Bureau Shows. 


WASHINGTON. March 18.—Re 
tail business in Griffin in excess of 
$5,000,000 is shown by the bureau of 
census in the release today of the re- 
turns from the 1930 distribution cen- 
sus now being compiled. The 1930 
population of Griffir is 10,321. 

The bureau reports 190 retail stores 
with a total annual business of 
$5,435,773, a yearly pay roll of $598,- 
748, and the full-time employment of 
589 men and women. The reported 
number of employes does not include 
those working part time, although the 
pay roll of part-time employes is in- 
cluded in salaries and wages. Mer- 
chandise in stock for sale at the end 
of 1929 shows a cost value of 393S,- 
365. 

The total of 190 stores includes 164 
single-stere independents, 7 units of 
2-store multiples, and 3 units of 
3-store multiples.. There are also six 
units of sectional chains and seyen 
units of national chains. Sales of 
these two types of chain organizations 
aggregate $534,338, or 10 per cent of 
the total retail business, while sales 
of the _ single-store independents 
amount to $4,497,099, or S3 per cent. 
These figures are based upon reports 
received in 1930 covering the year 
1929. 

The food group takes the lead in this 
report, with the automotive group sec- 
ond, and the general merchandise 
group third in order of sales. 

Food stores total 63 and report 
sales of $1,430,097. or 26 per cent 
of the total retail business. Of this 
number, 53 are grocery stores with 
sales of $1,032,018, and 7 are meat 
markets with sales of $179,271. Fresh- 
meat departments are operated in 11 
of the grocery stores and several of 
the meat markets have developed a 
side line of groceries. Many bakeries 
which manufacture their own prod- 
ucts are included in the census of 
manufactures and do not appear in 
this report but two stores selling bak- 
ery goods are reported. 

The automotive group, with 29 es- 
tablishments, does a business of $1,- 
208,132, or 22 per cent of the total 
retail business. Receipts in seven 
motor vehicle establishments amount 
to $949,950 and sales in four acces- 
sory, tire and battery stores to $S84,- 
361, A total of 10 filling stations is 
reported with aggregate sales of $129.- 
413 in gas, oil, tires and other acces- 
sories. This merchandise is also sold 
in seven garages whose total business 
of $31,852 includes receipts from re- 
pairs and storage as well as from 
sales. 

The general-merchandise group, 
which includes department stores, dry 
goods stores, general stores and va- 
riety, 5-and-10, and to-a-dollar stores, 
reports total sales of $1,068,484 in 
24 stores, employs the full-time serv- 
ices of 125 men and women, and pays 
$110,737 annually in salaries and 
wages. The two department stores, 
and four variety, 5-and-10, and to-a- 
dollar stores, report total sales of 
$376,023, while nine dry goods stores 
and nine general stores report total 
sales of $692,461. Inventory for the 
group as of the end of the reporting 
year totals $349,936. 

The lumber and building group, with 
nine stores and yards, reports 59 full- 
time employes and a total reail busi- 
ness of $495,852. This group includes 
lumber yards and hardware, electrical, 
heating and plumbing, and paint and 
glass stores. Planing mills and sim- 
ilar establishments which manufacture 
building materials are included in the 
census of manufactures and do not 
appear in this report. 

The apparel group of 13 stores re- 
ports a business of $925,589, employs 
23 full-time people, and nays $27.604 
in salaries and wages annually. This 
group consists of six men’s shops, 
three women’s specialty shops, one 
clothing store, two shoe stores and 
one other apparel and accessory store. 

The 22 restaurants and oher eating 
places in Griffin employ 50 full-time 
people and do a business of $204,397. 
This volume of business is exclusive 
of meals served in dining rooms op- 
erated by hotels and boarding houses 
and of lunches served in drug stores. 
The total pay roll of the 22 restau- 
rants and eating places is $25,346. 

Other large business classifications 
shown in detail in this report are drug 
stores and furniture stores. 

This report is a comprehensive pic- 
ture of the retail business in Griffin 
and is part of the first basic nation- 
wide census of distribution now being 
compiled by the bureau of the census.
